This cirewlar explains the stage which must be reached in pro- 
gram planning before a fund-obligating agrcement my be signed,

Reference is mde to Point 4 Cirevlar 2h of October 2, 1952, 
which discusses the va‘ious types of agreement used in adminis- 
tering Point 4 country programs, These are (a) the Point 4 
general agreement, (b) one or more program agreements, and (c) 
a series of project agreements under each program agreement. 
Standard forms of the various types of program agreements are 
attached to that circular, 


Standard Form of Propram igkeonent an Obligating Document

The standard forms of program ggreement for e Joint Fund and for 

a Cooperative Service each contain a provision (Article VI, para- 
graph 2) which contractually obligates the United States to cone 
tribute a stated sum of money to the particular cooperative program 
for one fiscal year, and each annual supplement to a program agree= 
ment is intended to be a contractual\obligation of the United States 
to contribute an additional stated sum of money to the cooperative 
program for that fiscal year, Similar ybligations are assumed by 
tie host government, \ 








TA Policy to 7 





It is the policy of TCA to move as rapidly as local conditions 
permit in the direction of making each prograniagreement o document 
which obligates both tho United States and the host government to 
cuntribute a specified swa of money to the program, and which 
established an administrative mochanism for the joint administration 
of the program, In order to elicit maximum contribytions from the 
host governuent and in order to establish the principle of jointness 
in Point 4 operations, a firm obligation on the part of both govern- 
ments is ordinarily necessary, Therefore, it is in the\interest of 
the United Statos to make as firm a commitment of funds as is 
consistent wita sound program management, \ 
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liost_Txisting Program Agreements Obligating Documents 


Most of the existing program agreements are obligating documents, 
The principal exceptions are in Iran, India, and Pakistan, where 
specific problems that required special arrangements were encoun- 
tered, As annual supplements to existing program agreements are 
negotiated, and as new program agreements are negotiated, it is 
intended that, where the conditions stated below are satisfied, 
they also will be made obligating documents, 


Necessity for Program Agreements Obligating United States Funds 
~ to be Based Upon Firm Project Plans 


Although it is in the interest of the United States to make a 

firm commitment of its funds for each country program in order. to 
obtain a compareble comnitment from the host government and in 

order to strengthen the principle of jointness in Point 4 operations, 
the United States is also faced with another interest, That is, it 
is also in the interest of the lnited States to obligate its funds 
only to the extent that there is a real prospect of prompt accomp- 
lishment through the expenditure of those funds, It is ordinarily 
not advisable to tie up "nited States funds for a program which is 
in such an amorphous state of planning that specific projects can- 
not be started until a distant date, Consequent Ly, it is important 
that as a general rule each program agreement and each annual sup- 
plement thereto obligate no more money than is needed to finance 
projects that can actually be started within a reasonably short time, 
In effect, this means that each annual program for which funds are 
obligated, must be based upon specific projects covering the entire 
sum programmed, and the projects must be ones on which a firm agree- 
ment has been reached with the host government and on which planning 
has proceeded to the point that the project agreements can be signed 
and the physical process of implementing the projects can be started 
soon after the program agrecmmt is signed, In the fiscal year 1952, 
some programs were based upon illustrative projects rather than upon 
projects discussed and agreed with the host government, That pro= 
cedure was justified because of the newmess of the program in the 
country and the lack of time to complete the planning process. For 
future yearg, tit procedure will not be approved, ‘lereafter, as 
each annual work plan is prepared, it is expected that the represen= 


{ tatives of the to governments will agree on the specific activities 


to be undertaken that year (without necessarily working out the 


» details in a for sufficient to embody in separate project agree~ 


ments) and on the finencial contribution each government will make 
to the program, it should then be possible to complete detailed 
planning for individu:l projects, sign the project agreements, and 
initiate project operations wWthin a reasonably short time after 


the yovien agreement, (or annual supplement to the program agree= 
mont) has been signed, 
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7. Rules Governing Obligation of Program Funds 


7.1 TCA receives allocations of Point 4 funds from the Director 
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for Iutual Security, The Director for | utual Security has 
established some general ground rules to govern the obligae 
tion of program funds for the fiscal year 1953 and future 
years, “hose rules will be applied as explained in sections 
7.2 through 7.8. 


A program agreement obligating the United States to contribute 
a stated sum of money to a program must be backed up at the 
tine it is signed by ppecific projects, covering the entire 
sum obligated, on which general agreement has been reached with 
the host government and which are reasonably expected to be 
initiated within a short time (for example, 90 days), This 
does not moan that project agreements containing all the de- 
tails of each project must be ready for execution at the time 
the prograin agreement is signed, However, it does mean that 
there must be a reasonable expectation that project agreements 
for all projects included in the program will be signed and 
that the projects will actually be started within a short 
time after the signing of the program agreement. 


7,21 The initiation of a project after the project agreement 
is signed may take a variety of forms, such as requesting 
the recruitment of technical personnel, requesting the 
procurement of materials or supplies, or requesting the 
execution of contracts for the services of architects, 
survey teams, etc, In short, a project may be regarded 
as initiated when the project agreement containing a 
firm and specific plan of action is siged and the first 
step is taken to comuence the operation contemplated by 
the agreement, For example, an agricultural extension 
project may be regarded as initiated by a field request 
to TC\ Washington to recruit technicians; a tubewell 
project may be regarded as initiated by a request to 
TC\ \asnington to negotiate, or by commencing negotia- 
tions for, a eostruction contract, 


7.22 The expectation that a project can be initiated within 
a shot tine should ordinarily be understood to mean 
approxiiotely 90 days after the program agreement is 
signec. However, the figure 90 days is an illustrative 
figure and, unier some circumstances, a slightly longer 
time night be regarded as short, 


If only a part of the sum budgeted for a particular program is 
backed up by specific projects that can be included in a pro- 
Ject agreement and initiated within a short time, the alterna- 
tives listed below are evailable, The only desirable proce 
sure, however, is to be tinely with program and project 
planning. 
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7.31 The program agreement may obligate the portion of the * 

proposed United States contribution that is backed up 

by specific projects at that time, and 2 supplemental 

agreement can be executed later in the year when an 

agreement has been reached with the host government 

regarding the remainder of the projects, Of course, ; 

this procedure involves two negotiations with the host " 

government, which may be undesirable, This procedure 

may also be used where, for any reason, it is desirable 

to withhold from the sum budgeted for a particular pro- 

gram a reserve to be committed to specific projects 

later in the fiscal year, 





7.32 If most of the proposed United States contribution is 
backed up by specific projects that can be started 
within @ reasonable time, and only a small part of the 
funds is not supported by projects of this kind. TCA 
Vashington may ask the Director for Mutual Security, 
before negotiations have committed the United States 
either legally or morally to a definite position, to« 
ap»rove the execution of an dbligatinr document for the 
entive amount, This procedure may be followed only in 
exce tional circumstances, such as where it may mean 
the difference between obtaining or failing to obtain a 
recognition of the principle of jointness through the 
esta lishment of an administrative agency subject to 
Joint control, In the ordinary case, the entire sum 
mentioned in the progran agreement must have adequate 
backing. 


7.33 The program agreement may be changed from an obligating 
to a non-obligating docurent, which does not obligate 
the United ‘tates to contribute any specific sum of money 
but hich merely states that the United States is pree 
pared to contribute "up to" a specified sum of money 
for projects that may be agreed with the host government 
during the fiscal year. In such case, the host govern 
ment may agree to contribute an amount of local currency 
proportionate to the amount actually contributed by the 
United States, or it may similarly agree to contribute 
"up to" a certain amount for agreed projects. If such a 
form is used, it is essential that the host government 
be mde to understand that the United States funds are 
not definitely committed until they are obligated in 
later progran or project apreements and that, even be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, such funds might have 
to be diverted for other purpeses, although every effort 
would be made to avoid such diversion, Since there will 
inevitably be a tendency on the part of the host govern- 
ment to consider that » moral conmitment has been made, 
no mattcr how emphatically the tentative character of the 
sum specified is mde clear, thie type of agreement should 
be used only in exceptional cases, An additional draw- 
back is that the host government cannot be expected to 
make a firm commitment if the United states does not, 
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7.34 The signing of the program agreement can be postponed 
until the planning is farther advanced, and, in the 
meantime, separate project agreements can be signed 
obligating only the funds needed for those projects. 
This alternative is undesirable because such project 
agreenencs, when not subordinate to program agree- 
ments approved at the diplomatic level, need them- 
selves to be aprroved at that level, in most coumtries, 
and it is undesirable to have to clear a number of 
separate project agreements, some very small, through 
both the Foreign Uffice and the operatin” ministry. 


7.4 Tach program submitted to TCA Washington should state affirm- 
atively that all, or only a specific part, of the amount 
progranmed is supported by specific projects which are reason- 
ably expected to be included in project agreements and initiated 
within a short time (for example, 90 days) after the execution 
of the program agreement. If the exception specified in sec- 
tion 7,32 is to be invoked, a full justification should also 
be submitted. In 211 countries where program agreements or 
annual sup Lements have not been signed for the fiscal year 
1953 by the tine this cireular is received, TOA Washington 
should be informed innediately by telegram whether all, or 
oniy a specified part, of the approved program funds for the 
country are supported by specific projects that can be em- 
bodied in project agreements and initiated within a short 
time after the program agreement. is executed,.and whether 
the exception is to be invoked, 


7.5 ‘Funds obligated by program agreements will not includes 


a. Salaries, expenses, or administrative costs of progrem 
direction, These sre items of cost controlled solely 
by tha United states and are not subject to obligation 
by bilateral agreenient, 


b. Salaries, expenses, or administrative costs of United 
States technicians, Those costs will be obligated by 
individual personnel actions, etc, 


c. Training funds, These funds will be obligated on the 
basis of Intividunl awards, Until individual techni- 
cians and trainees are selectod, thore is ordinarily 
no way of determining, with any degree of accuracy, the 
probavle nuber of eligible amt qualified persons, Al- 
though program cgreoments may not obligate funds for 
these purposes, the finds may, of course, be budgeted; 
and the host government informed of the amount, Article 
VIII, paragraph 3 of the standard form of agreement for 
a Joint fund, provides that of the selection of trainees 
shall be determined jointly by representatives of the 
to governments, 
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7.6 In connection with any publicity given to United States aid 
under a program agreement, due attention should be givon not 
only to the sums of money obligated in the program agreement, 
but also to the sums of money programmed but not obligated 
for progvam direction, technicians, and training, as provided 
in section 7,5, and for a reserve, as provided in section 7.31, 


7.7 The execution of a program agreement ‘vill not preclude later 
adjustments between, or substitution of, projects within the 
financial limitations permitted by current instructions, and 
within the total amount obligated in the program agreement, 


7.8 The gencrel provisions of the foregoing rules do not supersede 
or modify any specific recuirenents imposed by the Director 


for Mutual Security when approving particular 1953 country 
programs, 


8, Program Agreements and Other Obiigating Docunents to be Mxecuted

Point 4 Circular 24, section 7,1, provides that program agreements

During the past year, we have used in the Point 4 Progrem indi- 
viduai project agreonents (usurlly enst in the form of an exchonge of 
diplomatic notes) for ech ceprrate rofect *.:roved in the Progran, 
no matter how small the project, This has re uivyed a very large 
agount of ,aper work and = considerable expenditure of tine, 

We delieve that it should be possible in our Frogran to get along 
with only three types of agreements, in 2cdition, of course, to the 
Point Four General Agreement, 

here are attached hereto three proposed standara forus of agre- 
ement for use under the following circumstances: 

1, The first would be used wherever a "Cocperntive Service" ig 
to be established, 

2. The second would be used there a "Joint Fund" 1¢e to be ese 
tablished, 

¢, The third 16 intended to serve ne a einsle agreement to cover 
all programe involving the sending of technicians to .dvise and assi¢ 
government officers of tho host country, where the technicians are mt 
to ve working with either a Cooperative Service or a Joint Fund, 

Your review of these sroposed standard forme of ngreament is

The following notes may assist you in reviewing the three standard. forms: 

1, It is intended that an exchange of brief diplomatic notes will be made 
between the American Ambassador and the Minister for Foreign Affairs immediately 
prior to the execution of any of these standard forms of agreement, Thereafter, 
an exchange of diplomatic notes will again be needed annually, between the 
American Ambassador and the Foreign Minister, to settle the financial contri- 
butions that each government will make during the particular fiscal ycar, We 
shall attempt, however, to make financial contributions on the basis of the fiscal 
year of the host government rather than the fiscal year of the United States, 

2, The proposed standard forms propose a Cistinction between "Program 
Agreements" and "Operational Agreements" that is a new one for the Point 4 
Program as a whole, During the past year we have entered into what we have called 
"Project Agrcements" for each Point 4-Project, These "Project Agreements" have 
been signed on behalf of the United States by the Ambac:acor and on behalf of the 
host government by the Foreign Minister, Most of them, as stated above, have 
been in the form of an exchange of diplomatic notes, We have, therefore, in some 
cases written separate project agreements to cover the activities of a single 
technician sent to a particular country for only threo months, What is now pro- 
posed is that a broad, comprehensive program agreement be entcred into for each 
major program that is to be carried on in a particular country, Each program 
agreement will in itself contair a procedure for the execution of subsidiary 
agreomonte, called "Cpcrational Agrooments", to cover the individual projects, 
that, taken together, will constitute tho program, 

It 18 possible that in some cascs it will bo fonsible to cover two or more 
programs in a singlo program agroomont, That will not, however, be feasible in 
any case where the program is to be administercd through a "cooperstive service", 
because each such cooperative service neods to bo ostablished by local law as a 


government burecu within a particular ministry, and the program agreement covering 


i t : i pe e 
such a cooperative service should be negotiated with and signed by the particular 
operiting Minister, 

3. It is intended that, after the exchange of diplomatic notes between the 
Ambassador and the Foreign Minister, the Program Agreements will be signed, 2s 
instrumonts subordinate to the diplomatic notes, by TCA's Director of Technical 
Cooperation (or, in some cases, by TCA's Chief Technician in » particular field) 
and by the actual operating Minister of the host government who will cooporate 
in the particular program, This will make it possible to regard only the oxchang 
of diplomatic notcs as the executive agreement betwoen the two governments that 
needs to be publishod and registered with the United Nations; while the Program 
Agreements and Operational Agreements will morzly be instr ccnts that spell out 
the technical detuils and do not need te de pSlished or rogistcred, 

4. It may be well to explain briefly what is meant by 2 "Coopcrative 
Service", A "Cooperative Scrvico" arrangement roquircs the establishment by the 
host government, by statute or eweutive action, ss required by local law, of a 
bureau within the Ministry of Health, or Bauertion, or Agriculture, as the case 
may be, to administer tho particular program, Provision is made for the host 
government and TCA each to contribute stated arcvnts in eash to the treasury of 
the Service, It will ususlly be provided that TCA'’s ‘puntry Dircctor of 
Tochnical Cooperation, or some’ other designated rember of TCA's field staff in 
the country, shall be the Director of tho Scrvicc, and that ccrtain other member; 
of the field staff shall be appointed to positions as officers of the Service, 
Tho great bulk of the officers cf the Service, and all other employees of the 
Service, are chosen from the nationals of the host country. The Director of the 
Service thus operates in two capacities, ansvorable to the Administrator of TCA 
in his capacity of field technician of TCA, and answerable to the Minister of th 
host government in his capacity of an officer of the Service, The Program 
Agreenent will further provide that the funds of the Service shall be spent only 


a 
upon specific projects that are to be defined in Project Agreements that must be. 
approved and sizned by both the Director of the Service and the coc. rating 
Minister. In brief, the Cooperative Service is a device for assuring joint 
adninistration, joint financing, joint planning, and joint control of a progran 
activity by TCA's field staff and the cooperating Ministry. 

The device of the Cooperative Service bas worked well in Latin America but 
it will probably take time to domesticate the device in other regions of the 
world, Where a host government is not yet ready to accept a Cooperative Service, 
it may be ready to accept a Joint Fund arrange: cnt. A "Joint Fund" agreement 
will provide that a special bank accourt shall be established, in a designated 
bank in the host country, for the administration of a particular program, The 
host government and "0! will cach contribute funds to be deposited in the special 
bank account, Thereafter expenditures may be made from the Joint Fund only by 
checks signed by both TCA's representative and the host government's representa- 
tive, and for the purpose of financing projects agreed upon between the two 
representatives and covered in a Project Agreement signed by both, The Joint 
Fund is thus similar to the Cooperative Service in the features of joint fi- 
nancing, joint control ov: expeniitures, and joint planning of projects, It 
differs from the Cooperative Service in that the Joint Fund arrangement does not 
require the host government to establish a special bureau by le within its ow 
appropriate Ministry for administration of the program; it does not give a TCA 
officer single, day-to-day control over the actual carrying on of administrative 
work; and TCA's technicians do not become officers cf the host government, We 
believe that the most important features of the Cooperative Sorvice are present 
in the Joint Fund arrangement. The experience in Latin America has shown that 
many governments were willing to accept the Joint Fund arrangement who were not 
willing to accept the Service: device until after sevoral yoars of experience 


ee 


with the Joint Fund, The Coopcrative Service will make possible greater conti- 
nuity of operations, and more secure direction of affairs by TCA's head tech- 
nicians during the shaky formative years of a program, than will a Joint Fund 
arrangement. 

It is possible, therefore, that one or more Cooperative Service and Joint 
Fund Program Agreements may be necded in a single country, In addition, however, 
in a country in which a broad range of activities is to be carried on, we may 
need another Program Agreement to cover work hot to be carried on by any existing 
Cooperative Service or Joint Fund and not closcly related to their work, For 
example, we may need to provide for wor): in civil aviation and in railroad 
maintenance in a country whero the only existing Coopcrative Service covers a 
public health program and the only existing Joint Fund arrangement covers an 
agricultural program, We can use a singlo Program Agrecmont to cover all 
activities, of whatever nature, that aro not to be esrricd out through a 
Cooperative Service or Joint Fund, 

You will find the principal differenecs butween the form of agreement for 
the Cooperative Service and the form of agreement for tho Joint Fund in the 
following places: Article V; Paragraph 1, Article VI; paragravh 6, Article VIII; 
and Article XIV, 

5, You will notice that the standard forms of Program Agrooment refer to 
"Operational Agroenents" and "Completion Memoranda", Tho only thing that need 
bo said here about the Operational Agreomonts and Completion Memoranda is that 
suitable standard forms for such agrooments will be proparo? in the Washington 
office of TCA and made available to the country Dircetor of Technical Cooperation, 
Thereafter, the country technicians can adapt the standard forms for the needs 
of particular projects, nogotiate and sign thom in the field, and then send 
copies of executed Project and Completion Memoranda to tho Washington office

for review as to adequacy. Operations can proceed, however, under such project 


agreements, immediately after they are entered into, without waiting for comment
